[That at all times herein mentioned 
plaintiff has been and now is 
owner of real property within 

ild city of Torrance and within the 
sment district herinafter referr- 

to as being created for the 1m- 
ovemontB of said Arlington avenue 

[id said Carson street. ' 
"That heretofore and on or about 
Jay 2, 1922, the board of trustees by 

resolution duly given and made, 
clared their intention to improve 

a.ld Arlington avenue and said Car- 
street according to certain plans 

ad specifications prepared thereto 
irhlch specified that the paving sub- 

ptance to be used upon said respect- 
ve streets to be that certain paving 

.process and substance known and 
Specified as Willite.

That thereafter such proceedings 
vere duly had that a contract for 
living of said property was award- 

under the provisions of resolutions 
73, 74. 76, 76, 77 and 78, to said Los
* teles Paving Company, defendant 

eln and passed by the Board of 
ilrectors of said municipal corpora­ 

tion.
That in all notices and resolutions 

and advertisements inviting bids It
Pwos specified that said paving should 

be done with Willite and the same is 
patetned or copyrighted composi­ 

tion owned and controlled by the
1 Willite Company, a corporation, and 
the plaintiff Is informed and believes 
that said substance was specified for 
the making of said pavements with 
the purpose and intent that competi­ 
tion in bidding would thus be pre­ 
vented and the contract could be ob 
talned by the 'Los Angeles . raving 
Co. at a price over and above what 
would be reasonable compensation for 
the work done and the material fur­ 
nished in making said pavements and 
that your petitioner is Informed and 
believes and upon such Information 
and belief so alleges the fact to be 
that said Willite is an Inferior article

 and that many other contractors 
would have been glad to have bid 
thereon providing they could have 
complied with the conditions of the 
plans and specifications therein and 
used the substance therein required 

And therefore resolutions 88 and. 84 
were duly adopted by said Board of 
Trustees approving the contracts let 
for the pavlig of said Arlington Ave. 
and said Carson street. 
That thereafter the party to whom 
said contract was let entered upon

  the said respective streets, to-wit: 
Arlington avenue and said Carson 
street and proceeded to pave the 
same with Willite paving according­ 
ly the plan* and specifications adopt­ 
ed therefore by the Board of Direc­ 
tors of said municipal 'corporation.

That In the meantime and at tlie 
proper porlod in said procofdlnjja, the
 aid Board of Directors of Haiti mu­ 
nicipal corporation, acting through 
the said buperl.itendent of street!], de­ 
fined, and delineated upon a map 
thereof the exterior boundaries of the 
assessment district Upon which thu 
cost of making said improvements 
wjire to become a lien. 
?*%at all of said proceedjnga were 
taken under and pursuant to an net 
of the legislature known as the Im- 
Improvuinent Act of Itll, approved 
April 7, 1811, Statutes 1811, page 730 
and the respective amendments there 
of and thu securities sought to be 
IsBUL-il and the liens ijnposwl three- 
under are sought to bt> Imposed and 
Issued under the Improvement bond 
act of 1*16 and the amendments 
thereof; said act was approved June 
11, 1816.

That thereafter such proceedings 
were hud that the party to whom 
said contract wa* let, pretended to 
pave said Arlington Avenue and sttld 
Carson street In accordance with the 
plans and speclfioatioqn prepared by 
BU,id municipal corporation and before 
the same were certified to be com­ 
pleted In accordance with said Im-'

provement act of 1911, it was nec­ 
essary that the same be patched and 
repaired before said work would be 
accepted by the street superintendent 
and that thereafter and before the 
beginning of this action and thru 
some understanding for the repairs 
thereof and representations made In 
regard thereto, the said holders of 
said contract Induced the superln- 
tendend of streets to make an assess­ 
ment to cover the amount due to the 
contractor for the work done by him 
UH specified In Section 21 of said 
Improvement act and there after the 
the said* superintendent of streets is­ 
sued to the contractors In said re­ 
spective districts their Improvements 
of said streets, warrants of assess­ 
ments as provided for In Section 22 
of said Improvement Act.

That at the time of the issuance of 
said warrant of assessment the sale 
superintendent of streets and the oth­ 
er individual defendants herein, offic­ 
ers of salt! city of Torrance, well 
knew that the work done and the ma­ 
terial furnished did not put the sa'd 
streets in a condition to be acceptec 
as public highways in the city ol 
Torrance in accordance with the 
terms and conditions of the contract 
with the specifications used in con­ 
nection therewith.

That nevertheless demands we're 
made by the Bald contractors under 
Section 23 of said Improvement Act 
and the said warrant diagram and 
assessment mentioned in Section 21 
of said Improvement Acts were re­ 
corded by said City Engineer and 
Superintendent of streets, J. J. Jes- 
aup, and became a lien upon the 
lands of the respective property hold­ 
ers within such assessment district 
as delineated in the map prepared by 
said Superintendent of streets. That 
the said Superintendent of streets is 
also the said City Engineer of said 
city of Torrance.

That thereafter and upon the re­ 
turn of said warrant as aforesaid, the 
said contractors duly applied to the 
said Board of Trustees of the 8>jid 
city of Torrance that notices be given 
for a hearing upon the return of 
said warrant diagram and assessment 
and each of said contracts and that 
notices be given that serial bonds 
to represent unpaid assessments and 
bearing Interest at the rate of seven 
per cent per annum would be issued 
thereon in the manner provided by 
the Improvement Bond Aet of. 1915 
and notice was thereupon, oy the 
City Clerk, A. H. Bartlett,. that such 
hearing -would be had covering- the 
improvement of Arlington Avenue 
and Carson street and that such 
hearing would be held at 8:00 o'­ 
clock p. m. on February 6, 1923, at 
the Council Chamber of the board of 
trustees of said city of Torrance in 
the City hall in said city at the hour 
of 8:00 P. M. on said date.

That at said, timev and place your 
petitioner, with other property hold­ 
ers, appeared before the said beard 
of Trustees and a hearing was then 
and there had and evidence taken 
thereon and by such evidence it was 
made to and did appear that at the 
time of the acceptance by said board 
of trustees and the approval thereof 
by the city council, the city engineer 
and the other officers of the city of 
Torrance herein mentioned, each and 
every one of them, then well know 
that the work done and the ifriprovc- 
ments made by the said contractor 
were of an inferior materials, patch­ 
ed and full of cracks and would not 
stand the traffic to which public 
highways are subjected and that in 

ihort time it would be necessary 
to again pave said streets and each 
of them or to resurface said streets 
and that said work so done by the 
contractors was of n character which 
deteriorated so rapidly that it waa 
not of any value as a public im­ 
provement In said city of Torrance. 

That nevertheless the said board 
of trustees continued the said hearing- 
for two weeks, to-wit: the 20th day 
of February, 1923, at the hour of 8 

m. at the same place and plaintiff 
illeges that unless the said city < f 
Torrance and Its respective officers 
are restrained and enjoined from pro­ 
ceeding therewith that they will make 
an order therefore and will . ause 
jonds to be issued covering the said 
mprovements and becoming a Hen 

upon your petitioner, the plaintiff 
lerein, and the other property owners 
n said respective district and said 
nferlor pavements will immediately 
lecome a charge upon the City of 
Porrance and upon the property hold­ 
ers thereof and the cost and expense 
of making said Improvements will al­ 
so become a Hen upon the proporty 
of your said-petitioner and the other 
property owners in said assessment 
district will , not only be required to 
pay the original cost of making such 
mprovements but also will be re­ 

quired to pay general taxes for the 
purposes of re paving: said streets 
and repairing such Inferior pavements 
and that your petitioner and the 
property owners, by reason of the cr­ 
iers and resolutions of said street 
superintendent, said city engineer- and 
said board of trustees of said city of j 
Torrance will suffer great and irre- 
>arable injuries and damages and will 
iave ho, plain, speedy or adequate 
remedy at law therein.

That it is necessary that the re­ 
spective assessments made under Sec- 
ion 21 of said Improvement Act of 

1911 be annulled vacated and set 
aside and that the warrant as pro 
vlded for /In Section 22 covering the 
Improvements on Arlington avenue 
and also upon Carson street be va­ 
cated, annulled and set aside and 
that the acceptance of said work by 
the said superintendent of streets 
and said City Engineer be annullod, 
vacated !.nd sot aside as well ulso I\H 
the return of the contract provided 
for In Section 26 of said improve­ 
ment act of 1911 and that the said 
board of trustees, the city of Tor­ 
rance Itself and the officers thereof 
made defendant herein and each and 
everyone of them be enjoined and de­ 
barred from further proceedings tor 
the collection of the moneys due to 
the contractors for auch alleged im­ 
provements until such time as the 
said' contractor shall have completed 
such contracts In accordance with the 
plans and speculations thereof and 
reiurfaed the said pavements therein 
provided for in the manner specified 
In nald plans itnd specifications.

WHRREFORE, plaintiff prays that 
the Court issue as against the de­ 
fendants herein, an order to show 
cause and also after the showing of 
caute a preliminary writ of injunc­ 
tion, requiring the defendants und 
each of them to be and appear 1 e- 
fore the court at a time and place 
fixed therein, to show cause why the 
defendants and each and everyone of 
them and the City of Torrance should 
not be perpetually unjoined und ru- 
Htruined from iwjuliiK to the contrac­ 
tors the warrant of assessment as­ 
sessment bonds to which they might 
become entitled under said contract 
until such tinio ay thu *uid respective 
streets shall have been paved accord­ 
ing to the plan* and specifications 
therein and until such time HS such 
paving shall be In' a condition to 
furnish to the suld city of Torrance 
good and substantial paved highwoys 
along such respective streets and that 
said plaintiff also have such other 
and further relief UH to the court 
may seem meet In the premises mid 
that he have and recover ills costs 
herein.
